They see, hov/ovor, the necessity of obtaining raw materials 
and finished goods, which they urgently noed, by sharing in the control of 
the Ruhr, and therefor® regard it as their iirimary and moat important task 
to obtain a firm economic foothold in Germany, and from these new positions 
thus won in eastern Geimiany to extend their influence further afield into 
western Gortnany and even beyond. 
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
